WHEN INSTRUCTION WILL BE

GIVEN IN SCHOOLS.

T GOMES ON NOVEMBER 4

Bample Program o;':mnu by State
Superintendent for Use Generally
Threughout Nebraska,

The fiegt Friday In November, No-
vember 4, 1910, will be known as fire
day. Every teacher will be requested
W glve the children some Information
about fire rigks and what to do iIn
case of fire. The work of the teach-
era will be systemized and alded
through the use of a fire preventlon
text book which has been prepared
under the supervision of Fire Warden
A, V. Johnsgon. ABout 10,000 coples
of this book will be distributed among
the teacners,

“Fire day” has heen fixed for No-
vember 4 by BState Superintendent
Bishop,

On this day a progrum devoted (o
fire education will be urged upon all
of the wachers, the program outllned
in the text book bheing as follows;

Eath teacher will arrange a pro-
gram from the mnaterinl at band and
obtalnuble, and In accordance with
the facilities of the school. These
polnts should be kept in mind.

1. l’rop;ram should be such as to
stimulnte nn interest In the subjeet,

be Imparted,

3. The program should be gsuch
that each pupil will fesl a personal
responsibllity In taking the proper
precaution in hlge own home and In
other places where there Is occaslon
for the presence of fire orf materials
which might lead to the production
of fire.

Speolal Invitatlons should be given
to school oMeers aud patrons to be
presont “lire day,”

The program may Include the? fol-
lowing features; .

Musle, patriotie selections,

itroductory remarks by the teach.
er ng to the origin of fire day and the
nead of its obaervation.

Compositions by pupils on the fol-
lowing subjects:

“The uee and abuse of matches,”

“Use of kerosene and lamps; how
to kindle a fire and how not to kindle
a fire, ete”

Story of the orlgin and results of
the Chleago, Balttmore and other
fires, .
Discugslons by the school on sub-
Jeets presented In compositions, and
questions by the teacher which will
bring o discussaions.

Thess questions should be made o
direet that any careless habits In
handling fire or fire material will be
brought to notice. Puplils will become
Interested In knowing the safest and
best ways of dealing with fire.

The text book also includes short
chupters on the following subjects:
The extent of the fire waste, careless-
ness with matches, the safety mateh,
when matches cause death, coal oll
or kerosene lamps, kindling a fire,
stoves for cooking and heating, fires
from chimneys, stoveplpes and smoke,
spurks, the ash heap and the coal
pile, danger from heating gas, danger
from Christmas (rees, electriclty and
fire protoction.

The buslness of the fire commis-
flon Is to prevent fires where possible
and to hunt out Incendiary fires. In
the work of lire preventlon n general
cnmpalgn of education Is regarded as
effectual and the Issuance of the text
book In connection with the programs
fo be carrled out in all schools on
“fire day” I8 an attempt to make fire
education a live subjeot,

November 1,

After a hearing the State Rafllway
commizsion decided o extend the
date when the increased switching
Fates to be charged by the Bouth
Omaha stock yards shall go Into ef-
feet, The order will take effect No-
vember 1 lostesd of October 24. Un-
der the terms of the original order the
stock yards |s authorized to Increase
the switehing rates, That portlon of
the order requiring the rallroad com-
panles o pay or “absorh” this pddl-
tional switehing rate 1a belng streny-
ously redlsted by the rallroads., The
commission was to have heard attor
neys for the ratlroads, but the majork
ty of the ronds asked leave to present
further testimony on the guestion of
absorption of the charge, The roads
also allege that they have never heen
mude defendenats In the cave of the
proposed Increase In  switching
charges. Other technleal objections
wore ralzed.

Hather than permit the Increased
rates to go Into effect prior to a settle
ment of the gquestion as to who s to
pay the Incremse and to require ship-
pers to pay the added charge and de-
pend  upon rallroads to  relmburse
shippera, If It ls finally determined
that the rallronds must pay the
charge, the commigsion set aside the
entire order temporarily and will bold
a4 hearlng October 27 on the question
of ubsorption.

Mississippl river, 1f the roads could
abzorb a charge of $2 at Chicago they
could do the same at Omaha. He sald
some of the roads have bullt their
own switches to elevators in Omaha
and switch graln for nothing. Where
the roads cannot bulld a switch and
the stock yards does so for them the
ronds ought to be made to pay the
swltching chiarge, Any other plan

BANK EXAMINERS ORGANIZE

Divide the Country Into Eleven Dis
tricts with Chairman in Charge
to Direct Operations.

Washington—A tentatlve system ol
collecting eredit information for tha
benefit of the natlonal bank examin
ers with the compllation aad check-
Ing up of the commitments of large
local and extended borrowera han
been formulated by a committee of
the examiners who have been meet
ing at the treasury départment. Every
examiner hereafter will keep for hi¢
own upe a complete file of uil large
and extended borrowers In hils dig
trict from which lists will be gent to
the treasury department for summar:
Iving.

The machinery available by the
comptroller: of the currency will be
put to work to gather suech credit In
formation as ean be obtalned from na-
tional banks and from state banks
and frust companies located In states
where there ls already co-operafing
between the federal and state bank
ing officinls. The examiners will not
divulge the name of the bank where
a line of eradit 18 found of an extend
ed borrower, thelr special reports glv
Ing the total only of #he loana listed
These lists are entirely confldential,

It 18 not contemplated that a com-
prehensive plan, which will guarantee
the assembling of complete credit in-
formation covering commitments in
all the banks in the United States |¢
practical at this time. Nor I8 the per
sonal relationship between the banks
and customers to be interfered with
It 1s expected that the knowledge thut
a bundred or more men are keeping
a constant check on the borrowlngs
will make It extremely hazardous for
the dishonest Individual, firm or cor
poration to get money from the nn
tlonal banks.
